K ingston's general tax rate for 
]9 4 l exclusive of the school tax

$38,678.62 fire and street de­ 
partm ent equipm ent. 
The bond issue of $30,000 a u ­ 
thorized to be sold in 1942 w as to 
cover the cost of the city’s share 
of the W PA program until April 
I of this year. 
Com m unications regarding the 
bond issues w ere sent to the coun­ 
cil by M ayor C. J. Heiselman in 
which he explained 
th at 
$154.- 
678.62 had been expended during 
1940 and 
th a t 
the 
additional 
$67,000 w as for new financing. 
Mrs. Adele Brcgman and her 
daughter, A ttorney Bessie B rcg­ 
man, w ere the only citizens who 
attended the council m eeting last 
night and objected to the increase 
of 76 cents in the city's tax rate. 
A re Given Floor 
They w ere extended the priv­ 
ilege of tho floor a t the request 
of Alderm an W alter D onnarum a. 
Mrs. B rcgm an said th at she ob­ 
jected to the raising of tho tax 
rate a t the present tim e as K ings­ 
ton was being taxed to the lim it, 
and conditions do not w arran t any 
increase in taxes a t this tim e. 
She said th a t downtown w as “in 
an u proar’’ over the proposed tax 
rate for 1941, but that there w ere 
a num ber of people who w ere 
afraid to appear at the m eeting 
and oppose the m ayor for fear he 
would refuse to give them w ork 
when they needed it. 
Mrs. B rcgm an said th a t K ings­ 
ton could get along w ith less rec­ 
reation if the program had to be 
supported by the taxpayers. 
She 
said the city does not 
need a 
municipal swimming 
pool, 
a rt 
museum, etc., if the taxpayers will 
have to pay for them. 
The ta x ­ 
payer today has all he can do now 
to pay his taxes, w ithout increas­ 
ing the tax rate, Mrs. B rcgm an 
added. 
Miss B regm an said she had been 
asked by certain residents dow n­ 
town, w ho did not care to have 
their nam es m entioned, to speak 
against the increase in the tax 
rate. 
She said that the m ayor 
had stated he could buy snow 
plows now’ 
because 
they 
w ere 
cheaper. 
“W hy doesn't he buy 
real e sta te ? " she asked “it 
is 
cheaper than snow’ plows. 
Let 
the m ayor try to 
collect 
rents 
from relief w orkers and pay the 
taxes and let us see if he can do 
it." 
Mrs. B regm an 
said 
th at 
the 
m ayor in his message w anted to 
put m ore men a t work, in the city 
hall. 
“Doing w h at?" she asked, 
"there are m ore men now on the 
payroll than the taxpayers can 
afford to pay for." 
Miss B regm an said the objection 
was m ade to increasing the num ­ 
ber of paid firemen a t this tim e 
and also to the appointm ent of 
another deputy fire chief. 
She 
also objected to the increase of 
over $1,000 in the appropriation to 
the civil service board. 
Objection also was raised to the 
proposed pedestrian

f’ark since "for m any years we 
have found it safer and more con­ 
venient to en te r the
